DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This notice of allowability is in subsequent to petition granted dated June 27, 
2003. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1 -4 and 6-20 are allowed over the prior art of record. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art 
(Matsumoto et a! US patent No. 6,272.332) teaches an information presentation system 
is provided with a data server through a communication line and a portable 
communication terminal apparatus connectable through the communication line to the 
data server. And the terminal is provided with a connecting device for connecting and 
an input device a desirable code from among a plurality of data group codes each 
indicating respective one of the preset data groups transmitting and receiving data 
information such as sport in communication data (see abstract and column 6, line 59- 
column 7, line 55). 

On the other hand, the present application specifically teaches a mobile terminal 
selectable also operable by a user in a radio communication system, at least one 
executable block of code forming a recreation application , executable by the user at the 
mobile terminal pursuant to user interaction therewith, execution of the recreational 
application forming the executable block of code generating at least an indicia of 
performance success of the execution by the user of the recreation application forming 
the executable block of code; a detector coupled to receive indications of the indicia of 
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performance success generated during execution of the recreational application forming 
the executable block of code, the detector at least for detecting whether the indicia of 
performance is beyond a selected threshold and for selectable generating a result 
indication thereof and formatter coupled to receive the result indication generated by the 
detector, the formatter for formatting the result indication into a signal transmittable 
upon the communication path. These limitations, in conjunction with the all other 
limitation of the independent claims, have not been disclosed , taught or made obvious 
over the prior art of record.
